tion last June--the first in excess of 25 per 
cent —the question of promoting a second 
canal became again a matter of practical poli- 
tics, and those interested determined to act. 
‘The shippers who are threatening the con- 
struction of the new cutting. declare that, 
as transport and tabour-saving appliances 
have been improved so immensely, the 
enterprise can be carried out ata much 
smaller cost than was entailed by the 
existing waterway, and would be better 
adapted to the present conditions of 
Wans-canal trade, ‘The route chosen is 
vighty-four miles from sea to sea, as com- 
pared with the eighty-eight of the present 
Canal; but, since eight miles of the old line 
lay through lakes, the distance to be dug 
would really be four miles more instead of 
four miles less. ‘Ihe shorter distance to be 
traversed by traffic would, however, remain 
as a permanent advantage for the new canal 
over its older rival, As to the difficulty pre- 
sented by the fact that a concession would 
have to be sought from the British Govern- 
ment, which happens to be’ very large 
shareholders in the old canal, the advocates 
of the scheme apparently count on the 
advantages it would confer on British trade 
generally to outweigh the limited interest of 
the Imperial Exchequer in the old Company. 
It would, of course, be unfair to its own 
people if the Government put any obstacles 
in the way of the project, for not only as 
an engineering, but as a commercial enter- 
prise the scheme of a second canal is per- 
fectly feasible, and under proper treatment 
to the parties interested should redound 
greatly lo the benefit of Hongkong and, in 
fact, of all countries East of Suez.

NEGLIGENT NAVIGATION. . 

This morning at the Harbour Master's Office, 
Mr. Basil Taylor, Assistant Harbour Master, 
held an inquiry into the circumstances connect- 
ed. with the charge preferred, by Capt. +.

Hing, Certificate No, rog8, master of the steam 
launch Afarlow, for negligent navigation. 
Lieut. T. J. Hallett, rN, said he was in his’ 
ship's steam pinnace on the afternoon of the 
26th inst. and had a launch and pinnace in 
tow bound from the A/bion tothe Tamar. ‘The 
Marlow wis crossing from Kowloon when 
witness first saw her about 700 yards off, and 
did not attempt to keep out of the way. 
When she gnt su close that a collision seemed 
inevitable, witness went full speed astern, 
and his how just grazed the starboard 
side of the Afariow, abreast of her funnel. 
The launch, in consequence of witness's going 
astern, came up into the pinnace’s stern, and

‘the Secretary of State of course finally decided 
(hat expropriation should take place as being 
the only really satisfactory course to give the 
Government control ofthe policy, which they 
believed to be essential, He might say it was 
very curious as it appeared in paragiaph 13 of 
the despatch that the Government in dealing 
with his proposals had stdted that the fatal 
objection to further negotiations was that the 
‘London Committee doubtless expressed the 
opinion of the majority of the shareholders and 
“would not consent to either and we have no 
power to compel them to do so.” Whether the 
Government correctly interpre'ed the views of 
the London Committce or not, at any rate they 
honestly gathered the impression from their 
own statements at this interview, and this | ill, 
the main piincinles of which had been sent to 
him by the Secretary of State, was the con-.

That would-be found-in Sec- 
tion 13, After Section 13 followed some clauses’ 
which wereto provide for the winding: up of 
.the Company. Ifthe Company did not wish 
for those provisions the Government would be 
quite prepared to strike them out, They ware 
merely. intended to facilitate the winding “? of 
the Gompany afer the Government had taken 
over the management of its business. They 
came in sections 19 to. 23 to the clauses to 
which he dare say, hon. members would turn 
with mast interest—the clauses providing for 
the Yuture administration of the Company's 
undertaking. ‘The Company was to be 
mandged by a: Board the members of which 
were to be nominated by the Governor.‘ The’ 
new Board were. to pay the expense of, ihe 
arbitration if that should be incurted and they, 
were to take over the whole of the undertaking, 
that was to say, the whole business of the Com- 
pany of whatever kind. The numbers of the 
Board were left indefinite, hut one-third af the 
Board were to retire annually, so that the 
number must be some multiple ofthree, The 
Governor had the power: with the? Colonial 
ecretary to remove any. member from the 
Board. He thought this was a provision that 
was very. likely to belittle used. The choir- 
man was to be appointed by the Board amo! 
themselves and provision was also made to add | 
no more than two officinl members’ to hold 
office during the plessure of the Governor. 
That wasn measure of great importance be- 
cause he should hope that so far as informa- 
tion with regard tothe Board was concerned 
the Governor would always find the best source 
of information in ‘the chairman‘of the Board 
for the time being. This clause dealing with | 
the Board he wonld ask: hon. members to read 
nlong with the words of the despatch from the 
Secretary of State which dealt with the con- 
stitution of the new Board, “The manage: 
ment of the company's business would then be 
conducted bya Board on strictly commercial 
principles and every person employed by the 
Board, from the General’ Manager downwards, | 
would stand to the Board in the ordinary busi- 
ness relation of employed (po employer. The 
Board would be appointed by the Governor 
for a fixed period, its members retiring in rota: 
tion, but being eligible for re-employment, and 
its actions would be subject to his control; but 
his interference in the ordinary administra- 
tion of the port management would be neither 
necessary nordesirable.” It was forthe Govern. 
ment to get control of the policy of the Board, 
not of its management. “There would be on 
the Board one or possibly two official members 
whose duty it would be to bring to the notice of 
‘the Governor any important questions of policy, 
and through whom any. nedessary instructions 
would be communicated to the loard.” That 
contained the ideas of the Secretary of State 
with which, he might say, he fully concurred, 
asto how the undertaking should be run after 
it had passed into the possession of the Govern- 
ment. | After the constitution of the Board there 
followed other provisions which were more of 
the nature of the machinery for enabling the 
Board to carry on its business, {n Section 30 
there was a clause which provided that the’ 
Board should pay into the general revenue of 
the Colony,at such timesias the Governbr should 
direct 2 sum equal to five per cent. per. annum 
of the total amount paid by the Government 
under the provisions of the (rdinance, no such 
sum to be liable to assessment for the military 
contribution, The object of that .was that the 
Government was not to interfere ‘in the man- 
agement, and therefore the Board should be 
‘self-supporting. The charge mentioned was of 
course practically equivalent to what the 
Government actually paid itself on the sinking 
fund on the Joan which they would. have to 
raise for this measure, and the intention was 
that the Government should make no profit 
out of the transfer but at the same time 
should mate na loss, ‘The second sub-section 
of clause jo provided that “at the end 
of each half year the net revenue of the Board 
ater providing such payment and for a sufi- 
cient working balance shall be paid into an 
account to be called the reserve fund to be kept 
in names of the Colonial Treasurer and of one 
or more members of the Board ard the Reserve 
fund shall be available from time to time with 
the sanction of the Governor and to such ex- 
tent as he shall approve for any purpose con- 
nected with the business of the Board.” That 
was to provide that.whalever the Board had

“One ofthe reasons why China is so far be: 
hind Western nations in progress, is because 


her forefathers in all lines of industry, The 
founders of he Li Shing College realize that 
the only way to raise China from her. present 
low industrial condition is taeducaté her sons 
in modem science and industry, training them 
.to. use thelr hands as well as their brains, Our 
aim isto fit our students, to be captains of 
industry, to. make them chpable of directing 
‘manufacture, and through them to train and 
uplift the masses. One of. the most pitiful 
‘sights inthe Orient is the vast expenditure of 
‘onecgy with'so meagera result. The Chinese 
shave, strength, endurance and willingness to 
work, What they lack’ is method, That is 
what’ this ‘College. aims to supply. We are 
desirous that our graduntes should not only be 
able to use forcign machinery mechanically, 
but.that they should understand the physical 
principles that underlie the construction’ of 


machinery and tepnir it, as well as to operate. 
We. hope to train independent workers and not 
mere hands” to be always under the direc: 
tion of foreigners, \ 

Qor aimis not to turn out classical scholars, 
ut to fit men for, actual work in life, What- 
ever|doubis may exist in the minds of others 
as towhat,line of work should be taught in 
their respective schools in Hongkong, we are 
happy to say that our path lies clear-cut before 


of Stanford’ University, that the world stand. 
aside and makes way for the man who knows 
whither he is going. Of course, we realize the 
necessity ofa broad foundation. We appreciate 
the value of history and geography as well as 
of ‘English and mathematics to the: industrial 
aswell asto the literary student, and bitter, 
‘indeed, was our disappointment, when we came 


to'this colony, to find that not one of the many: 


students who applied for admission to our 
College, was able to pass a satisfactory examin- 
alion in the subjects which have so long been 
taught here, During the past year, our work 
in the English department has been largely 
pteparatory. This 1s not, however, the work we 
came to do and we intend to quit it as soon as 
our own and other schools shall have students 
prepared for College work proper. 
- In our Chinese department, we found better 
material. Chinese scholars:came tous from 
many districts and we were able at once to 
Open scientific classes in the Chinese language. 
We find, however, that when we depend en-, 
tirely upon Chinese translations for scientific 
work, we soon come to .the end of our rope 
and ‘that ‘it is only the English speaking 
students who are able to go higher. ' During 
the second semester, we were’ able to open 
outlaboratory in elementary chemistry, three 
of the English speaking studenis having passed 
the required examinations, If any of you 
wish to see our students at their best, we 
recommend that you visit them in their labora- 
tories and see them ‘handling apparatus, per- 
forming experiments and calculating results, 
“Qurs is not a college of letters and'we cannot 
be expected to show our best work along the 
Hines of speeches, recitations and debates. We 
have reason, however, to believe that our Eng. 
lish composition work will compare favourably 
with that of any school in Hongkong, for one 
of ourstudents recently carried off the honours in 
a competition open toal! schools in Hongkong 
for the best essay, written entirely by the 
student himself in English on Chinese New 
Year customs, The essay will appear in the 
next issue of the South China Collegian. 
However, we do not intend ta study Shake- 
speare or to specialize in English, We have 
good equipment already on hand for physical 
and assaying laboratories, but as yet we have 
no students ready for these lines of work, 
' The object of many of the schools in Hong- 
kong seems to be solely to fit Chinese for ser- 
vice as clerks and compradores. I recently 
sead an article by one of the prominent educa 
tors of Hongkong in which he said that he 
believed that, Chinese should be taught just 
enough chemistry and phys‘cs to enable 
them to serve as translators and assist- 
ants for foreigners. This is’ not our ob- 
ject. We purpose to make these Chinese 
youths as capable of doing independent work 
ag are the graduates of our great American 
Unwversities. We shall teach trigonometry, 
culculus, civil engineering apd, mechanical 
drawing as soon as students are’prepared. Our 
professnr in this department is expected to 
arrive here from the United States in March, 
We aim to turn ‘ut masters and not tools, We 
realize that the aim is bold and that the path is 
long, being bestrewn with shards and thorns, 
but from the work accomplished in one short 
veur, we feet confident of ultimate success. 
is our purpose in the near future to establish 
shops for ‘metal and woad-working, similar to 
those already established by the School of Arts 
and Trades in Manila. Sp 
* Having thus stated our object at length, 1 
will review the work of the past year but briefly. 
In common with most of the schools in the 
Colony, our chief difficulty has been along the 
line of attendance: Over seventy students 
were enrolled, but when examination time 
came, the number had dwindled to thirty-five, 
Some of the absences were unavoidable but the 
majority were for insifficient reason, Next 
year, our rules with regard to absences. will 
be much more rigid. We shall have a physi- 
cian- examine those who claim to be ill and 
none will be excused on that score without his 
certificate. ‘Those who absent themselves for 
trifling causes will not be re-admitted. 
. The discipline has been an easy matter; the 
deportment af the majbrity of the students has 
been splendid, Two have been expelled, one 
for dishonesty and one for the use‘of profane 
language; three others were caught smoking 
but were allowed to remain upon promising 
that they would not repeat the offence, i 
The marks made jn-the final examinations 
were very satisfactory, (the average. in the two 
upper. classes being 87.% . This was: partly 
due, ‘however, to the fact that. the students 
stayed away and only the best remained to un-

Our College ‘has suffered much during the 
past-year from crowded classrooms and lack 
ef dormitory ‘accommodations.
